Police Commission Re¬

IGNORED NAMES
ON ELIGIBLE LIST

Former Detective-Sergeant Put
On as Patrolman Over Score of
Applicants Who Had Passed
Examination.Sowell Suc¬

ceeds Barfoot.Way-
mack Sergeant.

After rescinding the i uies hereto¬
fore followed with the strictest ob¬
servance and with entire disregard of
'he eighteen or twenty eligiblcs, some

of whom have been listed two years
or more, the Board of Police Commis¬
sioners yesterday elected I*. A. belton
it patrolman. Bolton, who was not
iin applicant, was dismissed ten months
ago on a charge of drunkenness and
conduct unbecoming a gentleman. He
was elected by a voto of 5 to ". Com¬
missioners Goode, Boykin, McCarthy.
Bradley and Well voted for him, and
Commissioners Thomas, Barker and
Cordon voted against.

Opponr Him on Principle.
The last, three eomlssloners, who

were Interviewed afterwards, said that
thoy voted against Belton on principle,
because they believed his reappoint¬
ment would tend to weaken discipline
and disrupt, the force. They voted tor
bis dismissal. when, as a detective-
sergeant, Bwlton came up for trial on

aggravated charges, and said that they
«ouId not conscientiously vote to put
him bit' k on the force.

Belton was dismissed by a vote of
.4 to Commissioner Bradley voted
lor the dismissal- Commissioner Boy-
kin was not present at the trial. He
had no application before the board
yesterday. Ho is beyond the age
limit, Is under the prescribed height,
and, therefore, rould not have stood
the rigid tests which the board some

years a^o adopted as an examination
'for applicants. Belton was elected to
till the vacancy caused by the death of
Captain Barfoot.

Cited .liteolilnl I'reorilent.
Those who voted for Belton yester¬

day cited as a precedent for the action
of the commission the occasion of
"TRe election at' Policeman Jacoblni,
who, though he failed to come up to
the height standard, was elected be¬
cause of his knowledge of Italian, and
was, therefore, better able to serve
the Interests of the department in
some branches of criminal work.

Belton was dismissed ten months ago
after serious charges against his of-
ticial conduct had been brought and
proved. He became violently intoxi¬
cated while bringing a prisoner back
from Norfolk, anil became t:o disorder¬
ly that tho captain <4/ th-j Old Domin¬
ion steamship on which ho and his
prisoner were passengers, threatened
to put him in irons. Before the trip
"wns ended, the officer was in the care
of his prisoner, *.\ho brought him safe¬
ly to Richmond.

Itefuxeit to Open Doors.
Opposition to Beiton's election was

strenuous, and the argument was said
to have been long and heated, .lust
before the elections were gone into,
Commissioner Parker asked to amend
a resolution by permitting the press to
enter the board room. He was de¬
clared out of order at the time. Just
before adjournment, he offered a reso¬
lution that the pi ess should be allowed
at board meetings generally. It was

defeated, C'mrunissioner Well, who
soon after his election to the board
ottered a similar resolution, voting
against Commissioner Parker's motion.
Commissioners Thomas and Gordon
voted with Commisslonei Parker to
admit the press.
The board decided to hold an exam¬

ination for other applicants "to the
forco 011 March 15, and a resolution
was passed to ask the Council to In-
crcaee the force by twenty-live men.

Soirrll Eleeteii Cnptnin.
Sergeant It. B. Sowell, of the First

District, was unanimously "elected cap¬
tain in the place of Captain Barfoot.
Patrolman W. 15. Waymack, of the
Third District, was elected sergeant.
Sergeant J. W. Sheppard was appoint¬
ed desk sergeant, in place of Sergeant
Sowell, promoted.
Sergeant Sowell is one of the best

known and most popular men on tho
force, and his promotion pleased the
entire department. He was born 011

April 9, 1866, and was appointed 0:1
tho force on January 7, 181*2, and re¬
ceived his promotion as sergeant on
December 16, 1901, being one of the
oldest sergeants in point of service.
Wayrnnck has been on the force eleven
years. He is one of the younger men
of the department, and has acquitted
himself notably in several cases, sev¬
eral times having been detailed to
special duty at headquarters

Xcw Ordinances l:rged.

Tho
Virginia Heme and Industrial School
for Girls, ho said, was established by
a group of representative citizens in
October, 1!'0 £., and chartered by the
State for "the care and training of
incorrigible or vicious white girls, who
are without proper restraint and train¬
ing between the ages of eight and
eighteen years." Tho juvenile stat¬
utes, he showed, forbid any child under
seventeen being confined in jail, work¬
house or penitentiary, those laws mak¬
ing the institution a necessary and In¬
tegral part of the disciplinary and
corrective treatment for the children
of the State. At the 1'JIO session of
the General Assembly an appropriation
of 5o cents per day for each inmate
was allowed by the State for custodial
care. Two years later the privilege
Was added of using certain State funds
ior repairs and enlargements, and tiie
.State has an investment of approxi¬
mately $l»',uoO in buildings at the
home.

<Vlpple Juveullr Courts.
To close tiie home at this time, Dr.

Maclachtan said, would cripple the
work of every Juvenile Court in Vir¬
ginia, would be a piece of special leg¬
islation in . the interests of private
parties whose rights under tho law
have already been passed upon by the
courts of their own county, an act of
injustice to those who have given of
their time and money to found the
home, and a step backward, which It
would take years to repair in the. child
welfare activities of the State.

ment would be much- larger than the
Oregon, the famous American battle¬
ship which raced around tho Horn in
189$ to help defeat Cervera's fleet at
.Santiago, and would be almost equal
in size to the big United States armored
cruiser Maryland.

-No Snle of Discarded Arms,
AVashington, February fi..Plans to

purchase discarded American army
rifles, presumably for resale to Mexi¬
can Constitutionalists, to-day fell
through when Secretary Garrison de¬
clined to modify the regulation forbid¬
ding sales of army rifles or ammuni¬
tion except with the stipulation that
they are to be sent "beyond tho seas."
As there are no means of delivering

arms to the Constitutionalists by way
of sea, the negotiations for the pres-
cnt, at least, are ended. Secretary
Garrison declined to give the names of
the would-be purchasers, hut it was
reported they were private dealers, who
expected to send the Krag-Jorgensens
and their cartridges directly across the
Texas border to the revolutionists.

Spnnlnrils I'rcril to I.enve.
El Paso, Texas, February 6..Fearful

that General Villa will carry out his
threat to deal summarily with Span¬
iards should they he captured in the
attack on Torreon, agents of Spain to¬
day telegraphed to the Spanish min¬
ister at Washington recommending
that their countrymen be urged to
leave Torreon before the bnttle begins.
Spanish refugees, driven out of Chi¬

they had a chance.
Under an order from "Washington re¬

leasing munitions of war seized before
the lifting of the embargo, rebel
leaders asked that 1,000,000 rounds of
ammunition and ono field gun held In
El Paso be turned over to them.

Orders, including one for 1,100,000
rounds of seven millimeter ammuni¬
tion, for rifles of standard make, were
placed with manufacturers in the
United States. The rebels have de¬
cided to buy guns like those used in

VIRGINIA WANTS
EQUAL RATES WITH
CAROJJNACITIESj

Objects to Settlement
Between That State

and Railroads. I

MEANS BIG INJURY !
TO OLD DOMINION!

Representatives of Two States
and Railroads Concerned Are
Given Hearing by Interstate
Commerce Commission.
Matter Taken Under

Advisement.

I.Special to Tho Times-Dispatch.]
Washington, February 0..The whole

of the afternoon sessi.n of the Inter-
state Commerce Commission was de¬
voted to-day to hearing arguments of
attorneys for the States of Virginiaand North Carolina, and the railroads
concerned, on tho application of the
Southern Railway and other carriers
for authority to establish lower rates
from St. Louis, the Ohio River cross-
Ings and Memphis and Nashville, Tenn.,
to North Carolina, than the rates con-
currently applicable on like trafllc from,
to and between intermediate points.
Tho hearing: began directly after

luncheon, with all the commissioners
on the bench. It was announced that
one hour would be allowed to those in
favor of the application, and tho same
to those opposing it.
Attorney-General Bickett, of North

Carolina, opened in favor of granting
the application. lie outlined the his¬
tory of tho. controversy, going back
ten years to the decision of the com¬
mission in the Charlotte shippers' case,
in which, lie declared, the commission
then stated there should he a rear¬
rangement of North Carolina rates
similar to that arrangement recently
effected between the State and thu
railroads.

In Direct Line With Policy.
"This settlement." said Mr. Bickett,

"is in direct line with lite policy out¬
lined by the commission Itself in that
case, in which It virtually declared tho
railroads should charge proportional
rails down to North Carolina from
Virginia, on traflic from tho West, in¬
stead of the full local rates."
He was followed by Corporation

Commissioner Travis, of North Caro¬
lina, who discussed tho details of tho
settlement of the long-standing con¬
troversy regarding rates between
North Carolina ami the railroads,
especially with reference to the
departure from the fourth section of
the commerce act in the westorn part
of North Carolina. The fourth sec¬
tion forbids the charging of a higher
rate for a short haul than is charged
for a long haul. He declared if there
was any violation of this law by the
proposed new rates It was more tech¬
nical than practical. A real l>onellt to
the people of North Carolina, he de¬
clared, "should not be sot aside because
of a technical point.

Mr. James, attorney, representing tho
"larger Virginia # cities," followed
Travis in opposition to the granting
of the application, which, he declared,
would work tremendous hardship upon
Virginia shippers, in that it would dis¬
turb the whole rate situation between
points on the Atlanttv seaboard and
discriminate against Virginia cities.
He declared that the railroads had
been forced to make the settlement
with the North Carolina oilicials, and
that it could not be justitled on the
sound principle of transportation, but
was simply agreed to by the carriers
because they wished to keep "on tho
good side of" North Carolina people.

Pollard l'rcMeutH Ilrlef.
Attorney-General John Garland Pol¬

lard. of Virginia, then presented a brief
in the case, and addressed tho commis¬
sion at some length. After reviewing
the history of the case ho strongly
emphasized the fact that Virginia does
not object to North Carolina having
lower rates; wants her to have them,
and believes she should have them.

But, ho stated, if they are granted
without relatlvo reductions being given
Virginia, the merchants of Louisville
and Cincinnati will benetit, Virginia
merchants will lose a tremendous
amount of trade with North Carolina,
without North Carolina gaining any
benefit. The interests of Virginia and
North Carolina, he declared, are so in¬
terwoven that the rates to one State
could not be equitably considered with¬
out regard to rates to the other.

"Virginia Is not opposed to North
Carolina receiving lower freight rates,"
said Attorney-General Pollard, "but
insists, If the rates are lowered, that
proper reductions shall also be made
from, and to, Virginia cities at the
same time, and at least insists that a
proper relationship of Interstate rates
as between North Carolina and Virginia
shall first he ascertained, according to
law by the tribunal created by Con¬
gress (Interstate Commerce Commis¬
sion) to determine such questions, and
that such relationship of Interstate
rates shnll not bo determined by pri¬
vate agreement between tho railroads
in North Carolina and that State.
"To grant the application of the rail¬

roads in this case will work irreparable
inquiry to tho Virginia cities, as tes¬
tified by our representatives at the
Greensboro hearing in December.
"We suggest to this commission that

this case be held in abeyance until the
commission can take up the whole
question of adjustment of interstate
rates between Virginia and North Caro¬
lina and the West with a view to Al¬
lowing an adjustment that will be
equltablo to Virginia.

\\ III Aliumlou I'uner,
"If an order is issued in this case,

which camtr to the commission follow¬
ing an agreement between the railroads
and tlie .State of North Carolina, will
it not Indicate its approval of the
making of interstate rates by tho State
political power, and thus bring about
an abandonment by the Interstate Com¬
merce Commission of Its own powers?

"If tho carriers 'sacriti-c' Virginia to
buy tho 'good-will' of North Carolina,
will tho carriers not In turn arouse tho
ill-will of Virginia, and thus destroy
the harmony which it Is tho commis¬
sion's duty to maintain^'
The hearing was closed with argu¬

ment by R. Walton Moore, attorney for
the railroads concerned.- He outlined
the numerous cases before the com¬
mission of which tho proposed rates
are a settlement. He showed that ow¬
ing to competitive conditions existing
In Virginia, and not in North Carolina,
tho railroads had a right to maintain
higher rates in North Carolina than in
Virginia. But ho stressed the point
that thero was nothing In tho condi¬
tions prevailing that would prevent the
railroads from lowering r^tes in North
Carolina if they wanted toT and that
the Virginia cities could.make no sound
objection to such reductions.
The commission took the application

undor advisement, and although It was
not Indicated when the decision will
bo rendered, it la looked for. within ten

Washington, February «..By an ex¬
ecutive order of the President, Colonel
Goethals, Governor of the Canal Zony.
has been empowered to make all the
appointments except those of a judi¬
cial character for the government of
the Canal /.one.

It is estimated that by this order the

to .1.000 employes.

HOUSE WILL VOTE

TO ENABLING ACT
Declines to Leave Final
Draft to Conference

Committee.

BILL IS SPECIAL
ORDER FOR TO-DAY

Delegates to Consider Amend¬
ments on Their Merits, Agree¬
ing to Those That Are Ac¬
ceptable and Rejecting Oth¬
ers.Oliver and Williams

Join in Lively Tilt.

The Mouse of Delegates yesterdaydeclined to leave to a conference com¬
mittee of the two houses the final
drafting: of the terms and conditions
of which the question of State-wide pro¬hibition shall he submitted to the peo¬ple. Instead it voted to take up and
consiilcr the Senate amendments seria¬
tim, with a view of agreeing to such
as may meet the views of the majority,and of rejecting .others.

This decision was reached after near¬
ly two hours of vigorous debate, after
the chair had ruled that a report of
a conference committee was not divis¬
ible, hut must he adopted or rejected
as a whole. After some sparring for
position, the House ordered the Senate
amendments printed, and made their
consideration a special and continuingorder for 12::10 o'clock to-day.

Hoiinpm Vnltfil mi Imniic.
As the situation stands, both houses

havo voted by decisive majorities to
refer lo the people the question of
whether the State shall adopt State¬
wide prohibition, or continue under the
present policy of local option. Since
tho bill was passed by the House, a
large number of amendments have been
placed upon it, some which may meet
little opposition, and others which will
meet with vigorous objection.
The action yesterday was taken to

Indicate tho desire of the IIouso to
shape the hill on the tluor with the full
knowledge of the members as to what
it contains, and the provisions under
which the referendum is to he had,
rather than, as one. member expressed
it, to swallow whole a report drawn by
a conference committee of tho two
branches hy the process of swapping
amendments.
After the usual preliminaries tho

clerk reported the Williams enabling
act as returned l>y the Senate with
amendments. Judge Martin Williams,
patron of the bill, moved that tho
House do not concur in the nmend-
inents. Ho indicated tli:^t it was hisI expectation when that action was com¬
municated to the Senate, that the Sen¬
ate would ask for a conference, when
tho differences between the houses
could he straightened out.

AVI1II* Oppose* Ileieetlon.
Mr. AVI 11 is, of Roanoke, protested

against this procedure. Some of tho
amendments, he said, were excellent,
and as one who voted for the hill, ho
was sure they would be concurred in,
while others would meet objection. Ho
favored goinc ahead and getting tho
sense of the House on the amendments,
so tint a conference committee would
know what the House desired,
"A conference report has to ho

adopted or rejected In toto," said Mr.
Oliver. "This is the only opportunity
this House will have to pass on these
amendments."
Judge Williams salA he did not

think this was the case, and that the
whole bill would be endangered unless
a conference committee were allowed
lo put It in proper form.

"Is it your position that you seek to
avoid exposing the individual position
of members on these various amend -

.incuts'.'" asked Mr. Hiri'cll.
"Absolutely not," retorted Judge Wil¬

liams. "1 resent the Insinuation. Any
man who will dodge going on record
Is not worthy of a seat in this House.

Myer* Offer* Substitute.
Mr. Myers, of Richmond, moved as

. substitute tl.at the. House take up
the amendments serintim. IIo ex¬
plained that if some of the amendments
were corcurred in. It would avoid tho
necessity of conference as to those
Items, and In the event of a conference,
would let the conferees know the views
of the House.
"We have no reason to anticipate a

conference," said Major Stuhbs, tho
parliamentarian of the House. Wo
cannot ask for one. If we reject tho
amendments, the Senate may or It may
not ask for a conference. If it does
not, tho matter is dead. The Hou.-jo
may concur here in certain amend¬
ments, the Senate may recede front
other amendments, and the matter ho
settled. Certainly, any member has
the absolute right to ask that tho
amendments be separated.

"Not if he ifi receiving orders to
vote against all of them," remarked
Mr. Oliver.

Williams Taken I niliriige.
Judge Williams jumped to his feet

on a question of personal privilege,
cutting short Major StubbVa further
explanation of the method of pro¬
cedure.
"As patron of this bill. 1 object to

such language," said Judge Williams.
"The gentleman from Fairfax has said
something about receiving orders on
this bill. 1 would Ukc tu kntfw if ho
refers to me?"
